A man who has tasted freedom will offer a 
mighty resistance to any new attempt to en- 
Slave him.

A man who 
has experienced all kinds of violence at the 
hands of others, if he has not become brutal, 
will not seek to exercise violence against other 

Tam an Anglo-American. Yet, I would say 
that it is the Afro-American who knows these 
things on a far deeper level than I have yet rea: 
lized them. Because I believe this to be true, 
it seems all the more necessary that the Bl ack 
Community have complete access to every sort 
of information that frees young men from mili- 
tary servitude and the brutalization that mili- 
tary servitude can cause, 

The senseless war in Vietnam, the longest 
in America's history, has awakened hundreds 
of thousands of young Americans to the blind- 
ness of current foreign policy and the built-in 
evil of the kind of war we are waging, The im- 
portant thing now is to refuse--and there are 
many ways of refusing--to contribute to this im: 
moral war, 

Here I would mention a single way, the way 
of the conscientious objector. The conscien- 
tious objector is the young man who is recog- 
nized by the Selective Service System as one 
who refuses to participate-in the armed serv- 
ices because of a moral belief that war is evil. 
He need not hold that self-defense in some sit- 
uations is evil. He need not be an absolute 
"pacifist". Rather, he believes that one sho- 
uld not kill innocent people--ever; that one 
should not bomb villages to 'punish" people 
"suspected" of harboring enemies--ever; that 
one does not abandon the important human pro- 
blems of housing, education, and human rights 
to wage war against poor people halfway around 
the world--ever. A conscientious objector is 
a young man who believes that power comes 
from people, not bombs. 

Some young men think that it is nearly im- 
possible to get recognition as a conscientious 
objector, This is not so. Four times as many 
men today than ten years ago are classified by 
draft boards as conscientious objectors. 

Still, problems remain. Draft boards often 
ask for references and character witnesses. 
Many clergymen are eager to help men with 
their draft boards. Others are demanding that 
all draft boards be fully participated in by 
Black leaders. 

If you are of draft age, stop and think. You 
may be an objector yourself, If you are not of 
draft age, stop and think anyway! Isn't it a- 
bout time you lend your voice in support of 
those who are saying NO! to organized war?

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COLUMBUS IS A LIE!! 
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For a long time, Black People here in Amer 
ica have been stripped of any knowledge of our 
glorious history, and it is only recently that 
some of the truth of the outa sight past Black 
people have had, is being made known to us. 

Whitey used this trick of stripping us of any 
knowledge of our history so he could justify his 
bringing us to North andSouth America as his 


- Slaves. He told us that we were ''Negroes",

and then made the dictionary definition of Negro 
"one who has no heritage or culture, " 

History books in the U.S, Public Schools 
System will tell you that Christopher Columbus 
an Italian navigator discovered the continents 
of North and South America while sailing under 
the flag of Spain. These history books will al- 
so tell you that Columbus was the first man to 
sail across a major ocean. 

This is a lie! Black people from Africa 
came to America long before Columbus was 
born, and had been peacefully trading with the 
Indians for years. (they didn't call themselves 
Indians at that time.) 

During the reign of Askia Toure over the 
great West African Kingdom of Songhai( 14th 
century A.D.), there is mention in the court 
chronicles of much preparation for voyages a- 
cross the Atlantic Ocean. However, the Afri- 
can documents that tell the result of these voy- 
ages have not yet been found. 


But Columbus was informed by some people ° 


when he stopped at one of the Cape Verde Is- 
lands off the coast of Africa, that Black men 
had been known to set into the Atlantic from the 
West African coast in boats loaded with merch- 
andise, steering towards the West. Columbus 
also was told by Indians in the West Indies(on 
the island now called Haiti), that the Indians 
there had been trading for gold for years with 
Black Men who had always come from the south 
east. The dates of both of these accounts of 
Black People coming to the new world coincide 
exactly with the time Askia Toure reigned over 
Songhai. 

To reinforce these facts that Whitey has kept 
from us, in the log of Amerigo Vespucci, an 
Italian who made four trips from Europe to the 
West from 1497 to 1503, it states that on his 
voyage to the America he saw Black men in 
boats returning from South America to Africa! 

And just recently, pre-slavery statues have 
been found in America with ''definite Negroid 
features'(broad noses, kinky hair, thick lips), 
and Whitey tells us that he can't figure out how 
they got there. Also, Whitey can't explain a- 
way the fact that the measurements of the Ind- 
ian pyramids in Mexico and South America are 
exactly the same as those in Egypt(which by the 
way, were built by Black People). The only 
explanation is that Black People visited the 
Americas from Africa before we were brought 
here by Whitey asslaves. = ©
